SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 
HE laws governing supply and demand (as 
THE BLoop-HORSE concluded they would) 
have been slowly, yet certainly and definitely at 
work toward reduction of the overplus and the 
elimination of the less desirable of Thoroughbred 
horses in America. 

In the absence of complete tally, we cannot 
even approximate the number of mares put away 
from breeding establishments in Kentucky and 
other states. The old and decrepit members of 
the harems have been mercifully destroyed. All 
of them, we think, usefully so, since, under the 
stringencies of this period of economic reconstruc- 
tion, they could not have the feed, care and at- 
tention customarily given to well-founded pen- 
sioners. 

Others, not counted as of first rank in the 
studs, have been passed on to Western ranges 
and elsewhere for other purposes. A number of 
foals (how many we would not undertake to say) 
have been put away because of physical defects 
such as would make them undesirable for racing, 
no matter how well bred, and by the same token 
undesirable for the stud. 

It appears to be the concert of opinion among 
breeders that from this time hence they will save 
only the soundest in all respects for seed. That 
is laudable, indeed. Had our breeders practiced 
that through the last half-century we would not 
now be hearing so much about the superiority 
of British bloodstock from the British themselves, 
and we would not be hearing from Americans in 
France that French horses are superior to all 
Thoroughbreds in other parts of the world when 
it comes to racing over a distance. 

The expense of racing combined with the low- 
ering of purses has driven from the tracks many 
of the cheaper platers, and this, attended by cur- 
tailment in production, will in time create better 
values for the output of breeding establishments 
and restore the industry to its place among pleas- 
ant and attractive enterprises. 

Time was, and not so many months ago, that 
a great deal of trash went into and out of the 
sales rings, especially at Lexington. We venture 
that henceforth, beginning with the vendue at 
E. J. Tranter’s Lexington Sales Paddocks next 
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month, one will for a long, long time to come, 
if ever again, observe very little of this. 

In the first place, our breeders now realize that 
trashy Thoroughbreds are unprofitable. There- 
fore they will not intentionally produce them. If 
they do produce them, they will destroy them. In 
the second place, buyers of bloodstock (and THE 
BLOOD-HORSE takes a bow for its part in the 
scheme of enlightenment) have come to know 
more about bloodlines and breeding and care and 
handling. Thus they are passing by, and will 
continue to pass by, the trash. 

The catalogue for the November sale at Lex- 
ington is awaited with great interest for the 
very reason that only mares attested by reputable 
veterinarians to be sound and healthy for breed- 
ing purposes are being accepted by Mr. Tranter, 
and that breeders know that it is useless to offer 
any but well-bred and useful young horses to 
those who will be in Lexington seeking racing 
material. 


STALLION FEES. 


N interesting discussion of the subject of 

stallion fees for the forthcoming breeding 
season (1933) was had at the luncheon meeting 
of the Thoroughbred Club, Lexington, last Satur- 
day. The major thought appeared to have been 
that there must be revision downward from the 
fees of 1932. 

As was pretty generally understood prior to 
the discussion, the fees arrangement ultimately 
will be a matter for the individual stallion own- 
ers themselves. Here, as in England, in Ireland, 
in France, in Australia, and in other countries 
producing Thoroughbred horses, the determina- 
tion will, to great extent, be influenced by popu- 
larity of the respective stallions. 

The owner measures his stallion’s popularity 
by the performances of his stallion’s get; by the 
demand for his get, both at public auction and by 
private treaty; and by expressed opinion of own- 
ers of mares seeking the stallion’s services, or 
likely to seek his services. 

Discussions, such as that at the Thoroughbred 
Club luncheon, and such as frequently are had 
between mare owners and stallion owners at rac- 
ing centers, in homes and clubs, and at the farms, 
are of great benefit in arriving at the definite 
conclusion. 

While the stallion owners, as will be noted by 
the non-appearance of advertisement for the 1933 
season, have been slow to make up their minds, 
this cannot be charged to timidity. It is rather 
more that they desire to be certain of the steps 
they are taking. Thus they are cautious and 
more than ordinarily careful. In short, they do 
not wish to recede from a position, once it is 
taken, and that is well. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is in position to say that 
stallion owners generally are inclined toward fair

And if you 
can name the next one, you’re a better judge 
than Old Rosebud, Gungha Din. The writer saw 
the last mentioned of these “champions” succeed 
to the throne by downing Ladysman’s conquer- 
ors, Caterwaul and Kerry Patch, in a manner 
that left no question of his superiority at the 
route for the Junior Champion. Repaid may or 
may not be the real leader of the class, but in 
the writer’s oft-humbled opinion he appears a 
stayer and potentially the best 3-year-old among 
the lot. It would be no surprise to see him next 
year emulate other such Junior Champion win- 
ners as Twenty Grand, Gallant Fox and Faireno. 
Probably he will never be able to whip one side 
of horses like Twenty Grand and Gallant Fox, 
but if he is as good as Faireno, he likely could 
handle those of his contemporaries we’ve seen.

EPAID is a sizeable, long bodied, dark chest- 

nut colt of almost’ solid color and _ has 
smoother conformation than the average stayer 
in that he does not run to ratty hindquarters. 
His gaskins are especially large and strong for 
a 2-year-old. Like his sire, Kai-Sang, Repaid 
is a tough horse to handle once he turns the final 
bend. Kerry Patch, which withstood the final 
challenge of Ladysman in the Futurity, turned 
in another game effort for the Junior Cham- 
pion, but seemed utterly helpless when Repaid 
surged by him on that long Aqueduct straight.

EPAID'S pedigree pleases those of us who 

aren’t worshippers at the shrine of the as- 
terisk, but are rather inclined to look more fav- 
orably upon those strains which have become 
known as American, albeit the Bend Or-St. Si- 
mon genuflectors will lose little time, Old Rose- 
bud imagines, running his pedigree back to those 
sires in as many directions as possible. To all 
who knew Kai-Sang, Repaid’s sire, there can be 
little doubt whence came his conformation and 
stretch-running ability. The names in his pedi- 
gree of The Finn, Henry of Navarre, Sweep, Yan- 
kee and Jack Malone and the fact he is a Mat- 
chem horse of a good old-fashioned American 
family causes the writer to fancy his pedigree. 
His dams are Granny, by Sweep; Old Woman, 
by Yankee; Old Lady, by Henry of Navarre; 
Miss Ransom, by *Rayon d’Or; Nellie Ransom, 
by Jack Malone; Vesperlight, by Childe Har- 
old; Budelight, by *Glencoe; Gaslight, by *Levi- 
athan; Pigeon, by Pacolet; *Miss Shipton, by 
Waxy. Repaid is in the Pimlico Futurity (for 
which he now is pointing and for which. it might 
he added, he will take a lot of beating), the 
Lawrence Realization and the Belmont.

ATERWAUL appeared to come out of the 

Junior Champion going very sore in his 
knees. The track’s hard botton, the distance and 
his impost were not as favorable to the Mad 
Hatter colt as was the soft Havre de Grace strip 
for the six-furlong Eastern Shore. Bad knees 
are tricky. It is difficult to imagine a sound 
Caterwaul stopping. (Note to Editor: Caterwaul 
tired in the Futurity.) 


| getty Havre de Grace Handicap under 
128 pounds in 1:50 1-5, within a fifth of a 
second of the track record, established at Havre 
by Cudgel and Crusader, was the latest remark- 
able performance of a remarkable racehorse. The 
Pennant 4-year-old showed no inclination to sulk 
in that test and it goes almost without saying 
that if he continues racing and training kindlly 
he will be a hard animal to down in his remain- 
ing engagements. There is a suspicion in some 
quarters that Equipoise’s thoughts are beginning 
to turn afield and that it might be wisest to re- 
tire him to the stud next season, but the writer 
imagines he will winter at Red Bank and reap- 
pear in 1933. That seems a logical deduction in 
view of the fact that the Whitney 2- and 3-year- 
olds do not promise much. On Equipoise and 
what may develop from among the yearlings 
will depend almost entirely the strength of that 
usually all-powerful establishment, which inci- 
dentally has about clinched its familiar place at 
the top of the money-winning heap again this 
season.

AST winter this writer reckoned Hygro the 

brightest sprint possibility in the West, Mor- 
fair in the East, a prophecy which appears fully 
borne out. Morfair has for some weeks been 
at the top of the Vosburgh weights in Eastern 
speed tests and Hygro proved he is not only the 
best speedster in the West, but perhaps the na- 
tion over, when going in his best form. The son 
of *Epinard and brother to Siskin, in the Capi- 
tal Handicap at Laurel, whipped the best field 
of sprinters that has been mustered together 
all year and did it in a convincing manner. But, 
as in the instance also of Morfair, the Nevada 
Stock Farm’s flyer has been known to chuck 
it upon occasion. 


FTER chasing stakes winners home all sea- 

son without himself landing a first award 
of any denomination, though he was several 
times placed, Henry C. Phipps’ De Valera, a colt 
which disclosed high promise as a yearling, has 
finally graduated at the expense of a weak field 
over the Jamaica grounds. The son of Upset and 
Rosie O’Grady ran a good race in the Junior 
Champion, although finishing out of the money. 
Stepping away from the barrier in front he set 
a sizzling pace to the stretch, where he wilted. 
He actually held Kerry Patch for over a furlong. 
That was no mean effort. The career of De 
Valera thus far is somewhat reminiscent of that 
of Petee-Wrack. Or might it be more appro- 
priate to liken him to Mad Frump?

ITH practically every good juvenile filly in 

America among the candidates, the mile 
Selima, at Laurel, promises a highly-entertain- 
ing contest. If the Vosburgh handicaps are any 
barometer, William Woodward has a very likely 
hand in Happy Gal and Bay Agnes. Happy Gal. 
only slightly inferior to any 2-year-old colt of 
the year, and which has on occasion vanquished 
Ladysman, Kerry Patch and Caterwaul, is re- 
ported a bit sore in her knees at present and as 
a conseouence a little backward. But in Bay 
Agnes, Mr. Woodward may have a better pros- 
pect for events at the big distances. The mas- 
ter of Belair has donated a trophy to the Selima 
and to reclaim it must first win three Selima 
renewals. 
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FRONT ROYAL IMPRESSIONS

T was recently the writer’s privilege to spend 

a day with a party of friends inspecting the 
United States Remount Depot at Front Royal, 
Va. On our arrival we were met by that quietly 
efficient South Carolinian, Major John F. Wall, 
United States Army. This gentleman needs no 
introduction to horsemen, having not only pro- 
duced a book the subject of raising horses which 
is a classic, but having been well and favorably 
known to breeders while in charge of the Re- 
mount Station at Lexington, Ky. 

The Major and his charming wife were good 
enough to escort our party, which included 
breeders from New York, Virginia, and Mary- 
land, around the reservation and had led out 
for our inspection no fewer than 300 horses. Our 
heads swam; never had we looked at so many 
horses in so short a time! 

Our first stop was at the four-square courtyard 
where the Thoroughbred broodmares and their 
foals are kept. The foals were by the station 
sires, *Louverne, *Dan IV, and Groucher. The 
*Louverne foals seemed to lack bone and the 
*Dan IV foals were straight in front and plain 
to our eye, though his fillies are better than his 
colts. The Groucher foals were certainly good, 
one out of Belle of Detroit being an excellent in- 
dividual. The two best, we thought, were both 
by Zeus, he by *Adam and full brother to the 
useful sire Seth. It seems a pity that it was 
found necessary to destroy this old sire last 
year before his stock appeared at the Depot, as 
those we saw by him were uniformly good in- 
dividuals and some out of decidedly inferior dams. 

The Thoroughbred mares and foals are in 
charge of Corporal Wendell, a most efficient care- 
taker, it seems. They were in good condition. 
There is a crying need at the station for good 
mares. Those we saw, except a few, for example, 
those given to the Remount by W. S. Kilmer, 
are a common lot. The Remount Depot has 
not the money to purchase high-class mares 
and is more or less dependent on the generosity 
of breeders and we cannot too. strongly 
urge on breeders the advisability of giving 
to this cause sound, healthy mares of good 
conformation which do not appear able to pro- 
duce winners. 

A point well taken here is one we have heard 
breeders discuss. We have heard breeders say 
that eventually the Remount would be in com- 
petition with them. This is incorrect. Any mare 
or sire given to this cause ceases to be a factor 
in the commercial breeding world. For the last 
two years the five best fillies reaching maturity 
have been reserved as broodmares and had this 
step been taken years ago the broodmare band 
would have been better than it is today. Eventu- 
ally the improvement will be pronounced, if this 
policy is continued. 

Leaving this stable we drove up to see the 
half-bred mares and foals which are a good, big 
lot, looking better than the Thoroughbreds. This 
fact often gives cause to a common erroneous 
conception that Thoroughbreds will not become 
as big as half-breds; but in many instances their 
size is due to the superiority of most of the 
half-bred mares over a poor and weedy Thor- 
oughbred. 

Two interestnig old mares are Bumper Girl, 
by Octagon, which has a good big bay filly by 


Groucher, and Hanovie, by Henry of Navarre, 
which has a nice colt by the same sire. The 
sires of these mares:were about the first two 
stallions owned by the Remount and were pre. 
sented by Major August Belmont, who did go 
much for the Service. Another mare of a good 
type is Mabel Parker. She has had 13 foals in 
14 years and now has a big filly by Groucher 
marked exactly like old Pennant. These were 
shown us by Sergeant Beatty, who has them 
in fine shape. 


Careening round a mountain side in Major 
Wall’s Ford to our next stop, the writer won- 
dered if any less suitable spot could have been 
found for a 5,000 acre breeding plant, consider- 
ing its inaccessibility for shipping, etc., its 
topography, and its general lack of what a stud 
farm needs. We thought not. Officers in charge 
have been confronted with a puzzling problem. 


Next seen were a large band of 2-year-olds, 
Thoroughbred and half-bred. We saw some by 
many sires, including *Light Brigade, Pillory, 
*Louverne, Hamilkar, and *Dan IV, and Xylon, 
whose get is generally of good conformation 
though doubtful as to their dispositions. He, too, 
was destroyed too soon, it would seem. They are 
a big, well grown, healthy looking lot and should 
make useful army mounts in time. 


Down the mountain again to see the stallions 
being prepared to be sent out to agents, or just 
back from duty. One of the main duties of this 
station is to collect, test out, and condition the 
stallions, of which there are over 700, used in the 
Remount work. We saw the newly acquired 
*“Swinburne, Pagan Pan, Biloxi, Red Mulligan, 
Dark Demon, Free Hand, *Internatioinal II, Single 
Foot, and *Mirbat, among others. *Mirbat is one 
of the thirty-odd presented to the Service by 
that wonderful sportsman, Col. E. R. Bradley. 
All were in fine condition and a good looking 
lot. 

Across the road we saw in rapid succession 
about 40 3-year-olds by various sires, among 
them some excellent material. We noticed that 
while the average Thoroughbred produced for 
racing attains his growth in two years, these un- 
forced colts do most of their growing from two 
to four years, growing naturally, as do the 
Irish jumpers. 

A short drive took us to the yearling quarters 
where the Thoroughbreds were in one field and 
the half-breds in another. The Thoroughbred 
yearlings would be called weeds by the average 
yearling buyer, as they are not forced at all. 
As with the foals, the half-breds out-looked the 
Thoroughbreds because of their superior dams. 

Back we drove to the main Depot and after 
hill-climbing again we saw the stallions now in 
service. *Dan IV, a big, leggy chestnut which 
has disappointed us so far; Comic, late of the 
Greentree Stable and by John P. Grier, an ex- 
cellent type of stallion whose first foals will 
come next year; *Louverne, a fine lengthy St. 
Simon in type, being by Rabelais, and certainly 
not fit for any but big, robust half-bred mares; 
and last and best, the Whiskbroom II horse, 
Groucher. This superb chestnut is a hard horse 
to fault and from the looks of his foals will be 
the best of the Remount sires. He would be a 
credit to any stud farm. 

We could have spent a week at the Depot, 
there is so much to see. There is stabling, mostly 
fire-proof, for 70 horses requiring the services of 
over 100 men. 
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MARYLAND 


LAUREL PARK’S BEGINNING. 


HE meeting at Laurel Park is now in its 

second week. The 24 days of racing there 
began Monday, October 3, with a charity day. 
Something like $18,000 was realized from the 
day’s sport to be added to the fund for the re- 
lief of the unemployed in Maryland. A fairly 
good crowd was on hand, but its wagering 
amounted to only $235,035, about $40,000 under 
the “handle’’ for the first day of last year’s 
Laurel session. A huge amount will be available 
to charity this year through the cooperation the 
Maryland tracks with the Maryland Racing 
Commission, which waives the $6,000 daily li- 
cense fee each charity day, thus releasing this 
amount to be added to the fund. Three other 
days of racing this year will be devoted to un- 
employment. The first of these will be Mon- 
day, October 31, the opening day at Pimlico, and 
the others will be November 14 and 15, first two 
days at Bowie. Bowie and Pimlico each had one 
charity day in the spring and Havre de Grace had 
two and Laurel one this fall. These, with the 
three days yet to be held, make a total of eight 
charity days. Added to the 92 days of the regular 
Maryland schedule (23 days for each of the four 
major tracks), they bring the number of days 
of racing up to 100, the state’s legal maximum. 


Laurel Park crowds have not been large, nor 
has the mutuel turnover been as large as last 
year. Friday of last week the “handle” was 
about $307,000, or about $32,000 under the first 
Friday of last year. The next day, Saturday, 
the total in the machines was $439,766, or $94,- 
967 under the $534,733 turnover for the first 
Saturday of the 1931 meeting. 


Improvement is expected, especially if the 
weather is moderately favorable for the remain- 
ing days of the meeting. Trainer Fred Hop- 
kins has indicated that he is sending Equipoise 
to the post Saturday of this week for the $5,000 
added Laurel Stakes, a penalties and allowances 
affair in which the Whitney champion is lucky 
enough to get in with 126 pounds, less than any 
handicapper would give him. There is a possi- 
bility, too, that the Greentree Stable’s Twenty 
Grand and St. Brideaux mav be strters here, 
as they are eligible to start with only 118 pounds 
up. The distance of the race is only a mile, so 
a number of the crack sprinters which have 
been seen at Laurel may take up the battle 
against Equipoise in the Laurel. It promises to 
be one of the big attractions of the entire ses- 
sion. Co-feature with the Laurel will be the 
Maryland Futurity, of whose 16 eligibles 10 are 
owned by S. W. Labrot. 


The Laurel track has been too loose and cuppy 
to suit horsemen, not having had enough rain 
to make it firm. But rain which began Wednes- 
day night of last week gave the course a good 
drenching which resulted, as soon as it had dried 
out, in better footing. While the track was mud- 
dy, but with a firm bottom, on October 6, Can- 
ron, the Catalan filly which is the star of W. 
W. Vaughn's stable, took advantage of the fact 
to prove to her trainer that she could run over 
that kind of going. The trainer had made an 
earnest plea to the stewards that he be allowed 
to withdraw the filly because of the condition 
of the track, but the officials refused. 


HYGRO DEFEATS SPRINTERS. 

Favorite in a field of the best sprinters in the 
country was the Nevada Stock Farm Stable’s 
Hygro (3-y-o, 119), in the fourteenth running of 
the Capital Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs) at Laurel Park October 4.

Grand up after the race, it was seen that he was 
extremely lame. Kurtsinger hesitated and ap- 
peared on the point of dismounting when Trainer 
William Brennan motioned him to keep the sad- 
dle. Part of the lameness seemed to disappear 
before he was unsaddled. Charleigh also came 
out of the race lame. Next day Trainer Bren- 
nan stated: 

“I was well pleased with the way Twenty 
Grand came out of his race. The track was 
against him and he was a bit leg-weary.” 

The following Sunday Twenty Grand was 
‘worked 1 1-8 miles in 1:56. It is now under- 
stood that he may be started next Saturday in 
the Laurel Stakes, in which he may be pitted 
against Equipoise at an advantage in the weights. 

Definite decision to retire Twenty Grand to 
the stud next year has been made. He will be 
advertised next week as one of the Greentree 
Farm stallions for 1933.

JAMAICA’S LAST WEEK. 


HE Metropolitan Jockey Club, despite the 
fact that it has offered a number of excellent 
racing programs, has yet to boast that it has at- 
tracted an excellent crowd this fall. George Car. 
roll, whose stable is on the back stretch at 
Jamaica, told newspaper men last week that he 
could stand in a stall door and without the aid 
of glasses could count the crowd in the clubhouse 
and grandstand without missing 20. Even after 
we take a grain of salt we can believe Mr. 
Carroll’s story to be almost, if not quite, accurate, 
Jamaica’s offerings in the way of stakes have 
been perhaps a little more fortunate than those 
at Aqueduct, if we except the Junior Champion 
at the latter course. One of the best races at 
Jamaica during the first week was the Baldwin 
Handicap of last Saturday, in which Good Ad- 
vice, Quel Jeu and Kerry Patch participated in 
a nose-and-head finish. Kerry Patch, although 
singularly neglected in the betting for that 
contest, indicated that he was easily the class 
of the field when he made up some 10 lengths 
only to lose the decision by inches. 

The two weeks of racing at Jamaica end next 
Saturday, October 15. The following Monday 
Empire City opens its two weeks of sport at 
Yonkers. This meeting, to be concluded on 
October 29, ends the New York season, except 
for the one-day session of the United Hunts 
Racing Association, Tuesday, November 8, elec- 
tion day, at Belmont Park. Directors and officers 
of the United Hunts met recently and decided 
upon a program of six races for the day. The 
feature will be the $5,000 added Temple Gwath- 
mey Memorial Steeplechase Handicap, which has 
an estimated value of $11,000. 

An innovation at the United Hunts meeting 
will be the Whitney Gold Cup, 112 miles, with a 
trophy which Secretary H. A. Buck announced as 
having been donated ‘“‘by a friend of distance 
racing.” The trophy, to become the permanent 
property of any one owner, must be won three 
times, not necessarily in succession. It is to be 
hoped that the new race will develop into an im- 
portant part of New York's yearly racing 
schedule. 

United Hunts officials have announced that 
general admission to the grandstand and pad- 
dock will be reduced from $3.85 to $2.20, in- 
cluding federal tax. 


VILLON DISQUALIFIED 


W. M. Moore’s Vemdet Pool (117) won the 
twelfth running of the Interborough Handicap 
($2,000 guaranteed, 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs), on the opening day at Jamaica, October 
3, by disqualification, just as he won the Youth- 
ful Stakes of his 2-year-old season. Marshall 
Field’s Villon (3-y-o, 103) finished half a length 
ahead of Vander Pool, but was disqualified be- 
cause, the stewards held, he had blocked C. V. 
Whitney’s Halcyon (112) which was trying to 
squeeze through between Villon and the rail 
midway of the turn. J. P. Smith’s The Beasel

NEARING THE END. 


EDNESDAY of this week, October 12, A. 

M. Orpen will close the seven days of racing 
at his Long Branch course, near Toronto. The fol- 
lowing Saturday, October 15, the little half-mile 
course, Dufferin Park, will open the last meet- 
ing of the Canadian season, running throurh the 
following Saturday, October 22. Most of the 
horses which raced at Woodbine Park are now 
at Long Branch, and reports from that course 
indicate that it had more horses available than 
ever before. On the opening day, 17 were ex- 
cluded from the first race, 16 from the second, 
16 from the sixth. Stabling room was hard to 
find. Long Branch has no stakes such as mark 
the Woodbine programs, but had many of the 
better Woodbine Park horses in competition. 

Canadian publications arriving in the last few 
davs describe the Woodbine meeting, closed Oc- 
tober 1, as a “pronounced success.” Hoof Beats 
(Toronto) commented: 

“Financially, the Ontario Jockey Club may 
not have done so well when the figures are 
added up, but, at least, the club will not have 
any red ink entry to make, which will be a pleas- 
ant experience for the directors who, for the 
past two years, have carried on at a loss. Any- 
way, President Dyment and his fellow officials 
are well pleased with the conduct of the recent 
meeting, and all are appreciative of the manner 
in which the sporting public rallied to the sup- 
port of Canada’s premier jockey club.”

LATONIA. 

HE Latonia Jockey Club’s fall meeting of 28 

days is opening on Wednesday (Columbus 
Day) of this week to close Saturday, November 
12. The racing schedule calls for eight events 
daily, which is to say a total of 224 races. Of 
these, three will be stakes—the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity, $5,000 added, 2-year-olds, futurity course 
(about 170 feet less than six furlongs) to be run 
Saturday, October 15; Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes, $15,000 added, 2-year-olds, one mile, to 
be run Saturday, October 29, and the Latonia 
Championship Stakes, $25,000 added, one mile 
and three-quarters, to be run Saturday, Novem- 
ber 5. The feature for the closing day will be 
the Latonia Cup, formerly a stakes event, but 
this year an overnight handicap. It will have 
$2,000 added, will be for 3-year-olds and upward, 
and will be raced at 214 miles. Entries will 
close Thursday, November 10. A silver trophy is 
to be presented to the winner’s owner. On each 
of the other 24 days there will be one race hav- 
ing $1,000 added to serve as a feature. The other 
seven races daily (total 196) will have $600 
each added. 

Superintendent Charles Nolte has announced 
that there will be no vacant stalls. Horses have 
ben arriving from Chicago, Canada, Louisville, 
Lexington, and other points for several days. 
There is expected to be no difficulty in filling 
the races. The officials are the same as during 
the spring meeting—Charles F. Price, T. C. 
Bradley, C. Bruce Head, Elijah Hogge, stewards; 
W. H. Shelley, Sam H. McMeekin, Sherman 
Goodpaster, placing judges; W. H. Shelley, rac- 
ing secretary and handicapper; William Hamil- 
ton, starter; Sam H. McMeekin, clerk of the 
scales; Dr. J. T. Chawk, paddock judge; R. Quinn 
Cogar, timer; L. C. Bogenschutz, entry clerk and 
patrol judge; William Phillips, patrol judge. 

The “dollar gate,” which proved so popular at 
Chicago and elsewhere, is not to be enjoyed by 
Latonia’s patrons. The general admission is an- 
nounced to be $2, including tax, and clubhouse 
admission is to be $3, including tax. It has been 
stated that an inclination on the part of some 
of the principals to reduce the admission fee, 
as was done at Lincoln Fields, was put aside in 
the face of argument of others that it would 
have damaging effect on the customary charges 
for the Kentucky Derby at Churchill Downs next 
spring. It remains to be seen how the decision 
will work out, but, considering the fact that 
human nature is quite the same the world over 
and that, regardless of the fact that Latonia has 
an admirable clientele, Cincinnati and vicinity is 
not more favored than other points with plenti- 
tude of cash for amusement purposes, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE is of the opinion that another blun- 
der has been made by the A. T. A. heads. 

The more people of the right sort who come 
to races, the better for the sport. It is hard for 
many people of the right sort to supply the $2 
fare every day in these hard times. Along with 
the reduction of the purses should have come re- 
duction of the cost to the public. The Cincinnati- 
Kentucky public is asked to pay $2 for admission 
and 10 per cent for betting to see no _ better 
horses and no better racing than was enjoyed 
at Lincoln Fields for $1 gate and 6!5 per cent 
betting commission. 

It is announced that W. R. Coe will send Old 


Baldy, Hal Price Headley will sent Technique 
and the Whitneys will send The Darb to run in 
the Breeders Futurity. Gusto is expected to 
start in the Latonia Championship. Faireno and 
Gallant Sir also are eligible. Kerry Patch and 
Repaid have no engagements at Latonia.

Silvio Coucci, suspended by Laurel Park 
stewards for laying hold of Chloedair’s saddle 
blanket in a recent race, may now ride again, 
thanks to the promise of Major Louie A. Beard, 
manager of the Whitney Thoroughbred interests, 
to the stewards at Laurel that he would be re- 
sponsible for the youth’s behavior for the re- 
mainder of the meeting. Neither the horse Coucci 
was riding nor the horse whose equipment he 
grabbed had more than the slightest chance of 
winning the race. One Turf writer opined after 
the lad was suspended: ‘“‘Coucci must have been 
practicing.”’

END AT LINCOLN FIELDS. 

INCOLN FIELDS closed its fall meeting last 

Saturday, October 8, and left the Illinois 
racing scene to the half-mile Sportsman’s Park 
and to Fairmount Park, at Collinsville, near East 
St. Louis, where Joseph Cattarinich is reporting 
his usual “losses.”” One of the largest crowds 
of the meeting turned out for the last day at 
Lincoln Fields. The American Turf Associa- 
tion, no doubt, considers the meeting there a 
decided success. Although it ran the meeting 
without benefit of stakes races or large purses, 
and consequently failed to attract the leading 
Thoroughbreds, it nevertheless succeeded in 
keeping a fairly high standard of attendance 
and mutuel play. The American Turf Associa- 
tion has now transferred its attention to Latonia, 
where a 28-day meeting will run until late in 
the fall. 

Very likely Illinois racing, taken as a whole, 
has been more profitable this year than that of 
any other state, not even excepting Maryland, 
where the associations have declined to lower 
the standard of their offerings as much as was 
done at some courses in Illinois. 

The Fairmount Park meeting will close Octo- 
ber 15, while Sportsman’s Park will go on to 
October 31, the last day on which the state’s 
law permits racing. Sportsman’s Park has a 
good lot of horses available, but was unfortunate 
in having unfavorable weather for the opening 
day.

CALIFORNIA’S RACING BILL. 

HEN California voted, in 1926, on a meas. 

ure for the legalization of pari-mutuel bet. 
ting within race track inclosures, the balloting 
resulted: Yes, 362,299; no, 661,367. During the 
six years elapsed since that vote was taken, rac. 
ing has been established in California under the 
“option” plan of betting, as instituted by Joseph 
A. Murphy, and the sport has received unquali- 
fied approval from the people, as shown by the 
large crowds which attended last winter's pro- 
grams at Tanforan. 

Another initiative measure of the legalization 
of wagering is now before the people and will be 
voted on at the presidential election of Tues- 
day, November 8. It is substantially the same 
as the 1926 proposal, with the exception that it 
allowed 9 per cent profit on‘invested capital, 
whereas the new bill provides for 10 per cent. 
The main points of the new bill are as follows: 

(1.) Establishment of a California racing 
board, appointed by the Governor, with jurisdic- 
tion over all race meetings in the State. No one 
who “holds any financial interest in racing with- 
in the State of California’? may be appointed to 
the board. 

(2.) The board will issue licenses to conduct 
racing. Tracks are limited to one to each coun- 
ty; meetings of 25 days each are _ permitted 
twice a year, excluding Sundays, with at least 90 
days between meetings. 

(3.) Tracks in Los Angeles and San Francisco 
counties will pay $2,000 a day license, and in all 
other counties $1,500 a day. 

(4.) All money—if any—above $30,000 (used 
to pay salaries and expenses of the board) will 
be equally distributed between the Veterans’ 
Welfare Board of California, and the State Board 
of Agriculture. The money given to the vet- 
erans will be used, partly, to retire various bonds. 
That handed to the Board of Agriculture is to 
be used for “aiding, assisting and promoting 
State fairs and for the purpose of promoting, 
encouraging and improving agriculture, horti- 
culture, animal industry and the breeding and 
improving of live stock in the State of Califor- 
nia.” 

(5.) Within the premises of any licensed 
meeting, but not elsewhere, the certificate sys- 
tem (pari-mutuel) is authorized, with commis- 
sions limited to 10 per cent. 

(6.) Racing to be conducted only after 7 a. 
m. and before 7 p. m. 

The last-mentioned clause has enlisted the 
promoters and advocates of dog racing tracks 
against the bill. The dog tracks have been 
operating in California under the same “option” 
Svstem as used at the horse racing courses. Re- 
cently they have been brought to court to de- 
fend themselves. They are now the chief objec- 
tive of an attack by the California Civic Federa- 
tion, which claims to have the support of nearly 
half a million Southern Californians. The exec- 
utive secretary of the organization recently de- 
clared (Los Angeles Examiner, September 30): 
“Realizing thousands of dollars nightly are be- 
ing diverted from legitimate trade channels, we 
propose to fight the dog races until they are 
ruled illegal Practically every woman’s 


club and civic group in Los Angeles has signi- 
fied its willingness to take an active part in the 
campaign.” 

As we gather various reports from California, 
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we come to the conclusion that the racing meas- 
ure has no more than a fair chance to be passed. 
It is to be hoped that the initiative will be suc- 
cessful, since California has, perhaps, the most 
enthusiastic racing fans in the country; since 
controlled racing is better than extra-legal rac- 
ing; and since the passage of the law would be 
a boon to the sport and to the breeding industry 
back of it. If, however, the “against” element 
in Southern California succeeds in defeating the 
measure, Tanforan will continue to operate un- 
der its present system and Joseph M. Smoot has 
declared that he will open the plant of the Los 
Angeles Jockey Club, whether wagering is legal- 
jzed or not.

MARYLAND SALES 


NDER the auspices of the Maryland Blood- 
U stock Agency in the sales pavilion at Timo- 
nium Fair Grounds, Baltimore County, Md., the 
evenings of Monday, October 3 and Tuesday, Oc- 
tober 4, with George A. Bain of Lexington as the 
auctioneer, 97 yearlings sold for an aggregate of 
$18,880, average $194.64. The top price of the 
sale was $925 for the roan or grey gelding by 
Blind Play out of *The Begum IT in the Velie Stud 
consignment from Missouri and purchased by R, 
Atkinson, who was the principal buyer at the sale 
in the matter of aggregate money paid, his four 
having cost him $1,545. The next highest price 
was $800 for the black colt by Espino out of 
Mary Pagan, purchased by Thomas Young from 
the consignment of Crunden and Skinner of Vir- 
ginia. The third highest price was $675 paid by 
Robert Scott for the bay filly by Macaw from 
*Fan Tan from the consignment of W. S. Threl- 
keld of Kentucky. Three other yearlings brought 
$500 each, one from Cary F. Clay’s Kentucky 
consignment, one from W. W. Vaughan’s New 
Jersey consignment and one from Morven Stud’s 
Virginia consignment. 

The Missouri yearlings, of which there were six, 
averaged $349.16. The 30 from Kentucky aver- 
aged $204.83. The 45 from Virginia averaged 
$177. The seven from Maryland averaged $176.42. 
The seven from New Jersey averaged $172.14. 
The two from Pennsylvania averaged $120. There 
were three buyers of five horses each at the sale. 
George Saportas paid $1,240 for his five, W. K. 
Lynch’s quintette cost him $690 and Samuel 
Merola got his for $675. R. Atkinson paid $1,- 
230 for four and Meadow Lake Farm bought 
four for $540. The purchasers of three lots 
each were: H. R. Dickens, $1,150; Robert 
Ccott, $1,075; G. C. Overcash, $615; R. E. Dusen- 
berry, $550; J. D. Baker, $425; W. P. Alexander 
$405; W. E. Johnson, $400; Richard L. Lee, $250. 

Upon his return to Lexington, George Bain said

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STUD NEWS 


STALLION FEES. 


HE very important question of stallion fees 

was up for discussion at last Saturday’s 
meeting of the Thoroughbred Club, at the 
Phoenix Hotel, where the meetings are to be held 
for the next six months. Although there was 
not a full attendance, the discussion brought out 
an interesting variety of opinions, among them 
the following: 

Frank B. Jones, office manager, Whitney and 
Greentree Farms: “I should like to see fees placed 
on the lowest possible basis with the stipulation 
that the money be sent with the mare when she 
is sent to the stallion.” 

Horace N. Davis, Blue Grass Heights Stock 
Farm: “I don’t agree with the proposal of Mr. 
Jones. I don’t believe a man owes a stud fee until 
he has a foal. The father of Jack Young here 
(the late Col. Milton Young) told me that he 
never had a stud horse that was made a success 
by his own mares, and I know that most stallions 
depend largely on outside mares for their repu- 
tations. So I think that the owner of the mare 
should be shown as much consideration as 
possible.” 

Hal Price Headley, Beaumont Farm: “Last 
season I advertised five horses and filled the 
books of only two of them. My fees ranged from 
$500 down to nothing. From that I know re- 
ductions are necessary, but I don’t know how 
you are going to establish any basis for making 
the reductions. Every man will have to work 
out his own problem as best he can. . . . Some 
20 years ago when A. B. Hancock bought Celt 
and I bought Uncle, I remember we figured 
what stud fees we could get for the horses and 
then figured what we could afford to pay for 
them at auction. We figured the fee at about 1 
per cent of the horse’s auction price, and that’s 
about as definite a basis as I have ever been 
able to make. It won’t work in all cases, of 
course.” 

Brownell Combs, Belair Farm: “I know fees 
will have to come down or we had better let our 
mares go barren.” 

O. D. Randolph: “I think that stallion owners 
should allow a return in case the mares fail to 
catch, or that a concession of some sort should 
be made in the fee.” 

Jay D. Weil: “I suggest that the stallion owner 
set one fee for those who pay cash at time of 
service, and a higher fee for those who pay 
later.” 

Thomas Piatt, Brookdale Farm: “I think we’re 
going to have to get back to the prices of 1906 
and thereabouts, when a horse like *Rock Sand— 
Mr. Belmont paid $125,000 for him and brought 
him here at cansiderable added expense—could 
be bred to for $1,500, and horses like those now 
standing for $1,000 had fees of $100, $200 and 
up to $500.” 

J. A. Estes, associate editor of THE BLoop- 
HORSE, presented the results of an investigation 
which he had made for the discussion. “I know 
of no business,” he said, “where percentages re- 
ceive more attention than horse racing, when the 
horses are in actual competition; nor do I know 
of any business where percentages receive less 
attention than in the breeding of horses.’ He 
presented figures which seemed to bear out Mr. 
Combs’ statement that unless fees are reduced 
“we had better let our mares go barren.” 


Mr. Estes presented one set of figures baseq 
on all the yearling sales of 1931. He had taken 
the names of all the stallions represented by as 
many as four yearlings sold in 1931. Opposite 
the name of each stallion he had set down the 
number of yearlings sold in 1931, the average 
price of the yearlings, and the stallion’s fee 
(whenever available) for 1929, when the year- 
lings of 1931 were conceived. Sixty-two sires were 
listed in this compilation, with the following 


result: 

Stallions whose fee was at least equal to the year- 

Stallions whose fee was at least twice the yearling 

Stallions whose fee was less than 30 per cent of 

Stallions whose fee was greater than the yearling 


The 30 per cent in the third item mentioned 
above, the speaker explained, was an arbitrary 
figure, based on an assumption that a mare 
owner ordinarily could not market a yearling 
at a profit if the stud fee amounted to more than 
30 per cent of its sale price. In the case of only 
nine stallions out of a possible 62 was this con- 
dition met. For only 24 stallions out of a pos- 
sible 62 was the stud fee less than 50 per cent 
of the average yearling’s sale price. 

Mr. Estes had also compiled a similar set of 
figures using the Saratoga sales of 1932 as a 
basis, and taking into consideration the stallions 
which had been represented by as many as three 
yearlings sold at the Spa in August. The fol- 
lowing figures were obtained:

Stallions whose fee was at least twice the yearling

Stallions whose fee was less than 30 per cent of the

Stallions whose fee was greater than the yearling 


By these figures it will be seen that, of the 
47 stallions taken into consideration, more than 
50 per cent failed to produce yearlings whose 
average price equaled the stud fee. That is to 
say, even after the mare had produced a foal, 
the owner of the foal had less than one chance 
in two of getting his stud fee back. Of the 47 
stallions considered, Mr. Estes added, 28 were 
advertised in 1932, and of these, the fees for six 
had been increased, the fees for 10 were the 
same as in 1930, and the fees of 12 were less 
than in 1930. That is, reductions had been made 
for only 12 out of 28. 

By way of contrast with these statistics, Mr. 
Estes cited figures published by The Sporting 
Chronicle (Manchester, England) after the Don- 
caster sales of last month. Sixty-six stallions 
were represented in the Chronicle’s compilation, 
and no fewer than 34 of them had stud fees in 
1930 which were less than 30 per cent of their 
yearling average in 1932. 

Mr. Estes dived once more into a bagful of 
figures and emerged with the statement that 
stallion fees, on the average, were higher in 1932 
than in 1929, “in the boom days.” For 130 
stallions advertised in 1929, the average fee was 
$560.50; for 115 stallions in 1930, $706.50; for 
117 stallions in 1931, $693; for 106 stallions in 
1932, $637. In 1929, 22 per cent of the stallions 
advertised had fees of $1,000 or more; in 1930, 
30 per cent; in 1931, 35 per cent; in 1932, 20 
per cent. 

He cited also the fact that the year-round 
yearling average declined from $2,446.46 in 1929 
to $984.13 in 1931 (with a still further reduction 
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this year). Stallion owners generally have ig- 
nored this fact when they came to set their 
fees, he stated. 

“Of course,” the speaker continued, ‘‘one need 
not regulate stud fees by the price of yearlings. 
But he ought to pay some attention to that price. 
He ought a'so to pay some attention to possible 
earning power of the foal if he is retained by his 
breeder and never sold. Along this line, it ap- 
pears likely, the best I can estimate it, that there 
may be a $3,000,000 reduction this year in the 
amount of money distributed on American race 
tracks, that is to say, from about $13,000,000 in 
1931 to about $10,000,000 in 19382. I cite these 
figures merely to indicate that wherever you 
turn you find new evidence that stud fees ought 
to be lowered.” 

Because of the general interest in the subject, 
we are annending herewith a portion of the 
figures compiled by Mr. Estes:

All these stallions will stand under essential- 
ly the same terms as last spring, that is, fees to 
be paid July 1, 1933, with return privilege for 
one year. The fees for the C. V. Whitney stal- 
lions are all the same as in 1932, except those 
of Pennant and Upset. Pennant (sire of Equi- 
poise) has been increased from $1,250 to $1,500; 
Upset has been reduced from $750 to $500. 

The Llangollen Stable (John Hay Whitney) 
will stand *Royal Minstrel at the same price as 
this year, but the fee for The Porter has been 
moved up from $1,000 to $1,500. Standing as 
the property of Mrs. Helen Hay Whitney’s 
Greentree Farm will be Twenty Grand, now in 
training, and Dominant. Twenty Grand will 
stand as a private stallion. Dominant’s fee as 
announced is the same as in 1932. 

The Whitney stallion fees, as given above, will 
be advertised in THE BLOOD-HORSE beginning next 
week.

A representative of THE BLOOD-HoRSE had the 
good fortune and pleasure of seeing these foals 
in company with Mr. Widener and members of 
his party at Elmendorf last week. The black 
colt by *Sickle out of *Blue Glass is the most at- 
tractive individual. He is as nearly faultless as 
Thoroughbreds can be produced. In short, he 
stands out, and when one sees the foals in a 
group he is easily selected as the choice of all. 
The bay colt by *Sickle out of Quelle Chance is 
in the writer’s opinion, second choice, and this 
opinion, judging from Mr. Widener’s comment, is 
confirmed by the owner. The bay colt by *Sickle 
out of Serenity is a magnificent individual and 
confirms the thought expressed last week in the 
discussion of the Elmendorf yearlings that Mr. 
Widener has very likely hit upon a splendid nick 
in mating *Sickle with mares of the Fair Play 
line. 

Another magnificent individual is the chestnut 
colt by *Sickle out of Be Fair, by Fair Play. The 
grey colt by Sweep out of Natica is a good in- 
dividual and looks like making a winner. The 
same can be said of the bay colt by Chance Shot 
out of Peace, she like Natica, a daughter of 
*Stefan the Great. 

Perhaps the best son of Haste in the outfit is 
from Diamond, by Fair Play, though the colt 
from Stephanie, by *Stefan the Great, is not far 
behind him. The Diamond colt is strikingly like 
his sire. We were about to pass on to the fillies 
without making comment concerning the chestnut 
colt by *Sickle out of Catalpa, and the bay colt 
by *Sickle out of Mirabelle. These are also mag- 
nificent individuals. 

The filly of most quality, in the writer’s opinion, 
is the brown by *Sickle from Persica. She is 
extraordinarily good in every way. Another 
daughter of unusual attractiveness is the brown 
from Fairness. 

The writer came away from Elmendorf with 
the impression that unless Mr. Widener gets some 
extraordinarily good winners from the crops of 
1931 and 1932 he will never get any from his 
present plan of mating. Aside from being uni- 
formly good individuals these young horses carry 
some of the best blood to be found in the Ameri- 
can, English and French stud books. Something 
else worthy of note in this connection is the fact 
that the 46 mares at Elmendorf at the present 
time are more uniform in appearance and more 
nearly to a type than was the case formerly. 
Mr. Widener was, for a number of years, indif- 
ferent to size in the selection of his matrons, but 
his mares now are all of medium mold. One sees 
none of the pony type and none of the extremely 
large framed matrons of former years in that stud. 
In conclusion, the writer, since seeing these foals, 
is more pronounced in the opinion that Mr. Wide- 
ner made no mistake in buying *Sickle than he 
was after seeing only the yearlings and a few of 
the foals. The foals by Chance Shot confirm the 
opinion conveyed by the yearlings that he will 
make good as a sire and the foals by Haste are 
an improvement on his previous crop.

FOREIGN. 
“TOUGHEST AND BEST IN THE WORLD.” 

ROM Paris, France, under date of September 

29, William (Palmer House) Ryan sends THE 
BLOoOD-HORSE an account of a dead-heat and its 
run-off at Maisons-Laffitte the previous day, ac- 
companied by some comment of his own. The 
account of the race is from the continental edi- 
tion of Daily Mail (London), as follows: 

“The Maisons-Laffitte international week 
reached its climax yesterday with La Coupe d’Or, 
the 100,000-francs international race run over a 
mile and a quarter on the straight. And an ex- 
citing race it was. The Italian 3-year-old colt 
Fenolo, who had been brought to France after 
winning the Italian St. Leger, was made favorite 
and ran an extraordinary race. His Italian jockey, 
Zabrac, put him into the lead at once. He was 
alone in the full centre of the course, and near- 
ing the stands had a full six-length lead. Then 
Fenolo seemed to hesitate and Zabrac had to ap- 
ply the whip. 

“He recovered and went off again and by the 
end of the stands had a lead of a couple of 
lengths. The many Italians in the crowd were 
already cheering and shouting, but they seemed 
to have forgotten that there was nearly a quar- 
ter of a mile to go and the real race was about 
to begin. Rabble, on Bievres, came up, and 
Bouillon, on Jus de Raisin. The latter drew level, 
then passed Fenolo, and it seemed that Baron 
Edouard de Rothschild’s horse would be an easy 
victor. But Fenolo came again and the two raced 
side by side and passed the winning post in the 
same stride for a dead heat. 

“The connections of the Italian horse and his 
jockey, and the Italians among the spectators 
were very much dissatisfied with the race and, 
in my opinion, they had every reason to be. 
Fenolo was in the centre of the course, as I have 
mentioned. Bouillon, on Jus de Raisin, had the 
whole field between Fenolo and the Pesage rails 
in which to race. But for some reason or other 
he put his horse beside Fenolo and the two had 
to race together. 

“Fenolo’s jockey lodged an objection but this 
was overruled. But the Italian owner, Signor 
Giovanni Lorenzini, declined to share the prize 
and the dead heat was run off after the pro- 
gramme had been completed, making an eighth 
race. This time Jus de Raisin won by a length. 

“Although Signor Lorenzini had cause for dis- 
satisfaction it seems to me it would have been 
better tactics to have shared the prize than to 
have exposed his colt to a second testing race— 
and there is not a more trying and strenuous 
event than this, the longest straight-line race in 
Europe—in view of the fact that the Italian colt 
is to try his chance in the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe a week on Sunday.” 

Mr. Ryan’s comment is as follows: “After 
watching them another season during which time 
I recall only one invader’s winning race, I still 
think French horses are the toughest and best in 
the world, especially over a distance. This Roths- 
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child horse, frightfully lame, after his dead-heat 
with Italy’s best 3-year-old, came out and ran it 
off on three legs, beating the Italian colt. Jus 
de Raisin, a 4-year-old, gave the Italian colt 13 
pounds. 

“IT am going to send you the record of a horse 
over here which won 54 straight races, including 
an Ascot Gold Cup and a Grand Prix de Deauville. 
Now, what do you think of that?” 


PRIX DE L’ARC DE TRIOMPHE. 


One of the great races of France’s fall sport, 
the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe, 2,400 meters 
(about 114 miles), was run at Longchamps last 
Sunday, October 9, and was won by the Vis- 
comte M. de Rivaud’s Motrico, a 7-year-old son 
of Radames (by Rabelais—Full Cry, by Flying 
Fox) out of Martigues, by Doricles, second dam 
Majorque, by Le Saggitaire. He led Marcel 
Boussac’s Goyescas to the finish by a half a 
length, earning the major share of a purse of 
about $20,000. Jean Prat’s Macaroni was third. 
The winner was a 24-5 chance in the wagering. 


DEATH OF JOSEPH FRANK TURNER. 


Joseph Frank Turner, 52-year-old former 
American trainer, was killed in Rome, Italy, re- 
cently, when the taxicab in which he was riding 
was struck by another car and knocked into a 
building. Mr. Turner, generally known as Frank 
Turner, was a son of John Turner, of Phila- 
delphia, well known for his connection with 
trotting horses some 30 years ago and more. He 
was associated in America and France with the 
stable of Frank R. Hitchcock, and in recent years 
had much success as a trainer in Italy. 


CHINA KING’S VICTORY. 


A. J. Smith’s 3-year-old China King, disquali- 
fied in the Liverpool Cup and later in the Great 
Southern Handicap, won the 114-mile Duke of 
York Handicap at Kempton Park, England, 
October 8, beating George Lambton’s Pricket, 
last year’s winner, by a head. W. Curtis’ Apper- 
ley was third, three lengths to the rear. The 
winner, a son of Rose Prince, carried 109 
pounds to 116 on Pricket and 107 on Apperley. 
He started at 6 to 1. 


MARKET SHOWS FURTHER RECOVERY. 

The Doncaster yearling sales in early Sep- 
tember showed a definite recovery in the prices 
of bloodstock in England. The “First October 
Sales” at Newmarket, held September 27, 28 and 
29, provided a further manifestation of the up- 
turn. In three sales, 132 yearlings were sold 
for 23,596 guineas, average 182 guineas. At the 
first October Sales last year, in four sessions, 
107 yearlings were sold for 13,149 guineas, aver- 
age 12214 guineas. The guinea, at current ex- 
change rates, is worth about $3.70.

Stakes, worth about $7,850 to the winner, at 
Newbury recently, was sufficient to move the 
American sportsman, Marshall Field, up to 
eleventh place on the list of leading breeders in 
England this year. Including races of Septem- 
ber 24, seven horses bred by Mr. Field had won 
nine races and £8,900, about $31,150. Mr. Field, 
whose trainer is Capt. Boyd-Rochfort, still owns 
Corn Belt.

Including the racing of October 8, last Satur- 
day, 3,863 horses have won 9,302 races, worth 
in first monies only $6,562,114. Last year, up 
to October 2, there were 3,826 winners of 8,833 
races and $7.565.326 (first monies only). Thus 
it will be seen there were more races and less 
money last year, by a considerable margin in 
each case.
